Fewer Dealhs In 1914 Than In Prev-
lous Yenrs.

R. A, MeConnell, superintendent of
Silver Brook cemetery, says that the
yoear ending August 15th promises to
be a record breaking vear as far as
interments in the cemetery are con-
cerned. The number of burlals is lesg
than 115, and the yecar ends M losg
than one month's time. 1uring the
past week, when nine Interments wore
mado. The number of burlals for the
past 11 months was brought up ln the
neighborhood of 100.

One year ago the record was 148;
two years ago it war 136, and thrcn
years ggo it. was 163. The average for
the pagt six or elght years hing been
about 140,

Supcrlnlcmicnt Mo(‘onncll eays his
records show that the number of in-
terments is greater during the months
when the seasons are changing. For
inrtance the number Is larger in Feh-
ruary and March, and again in June
and July, and again in Septemher and
October: The summer monthe bring
the largest number of burlals.
